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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument that the teachings of Chari 
do not anticipate the pilot signal recited in applicant's claims is not persuasive. Specifically, applicant argues that other references 
indicate a pilot signal must inherently comprise a signal of varying frequency. However, Examiner maintains the position that the 
teachings of Chari anticipate applicant's claimed invention. Also, as recited in the previous office action, applicant is invited to amend 
the claims to reflect a difference between applicant's claims and the teachings of Chari, e.g., by indicating that applicant's claimed pilot 
signal comprises a signal of varying frequency. Otherwise, it is again noted herein that the limitations recited in applicant's specification 
with respect to a pilot signal are not read into the claims. 
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
